Brotherton says that 
he heard the fatal shot when 
some dist^ce off and thought 
that Reynolds had perhaps shot 8 
rabbit. In about 10 minutes when 
his companion did not a])pear, he 
shouted to him, and receiving n( 
answer, began lookiufj for him 
He soon found the lK)y weltering 
in his blood, and unconscious. The

Jailer W. H. Burgess won his 
suit%gainst the city of Richmond 
in Quarterly Court Monday, to 
l)revcnt the city from collecting 
taxes from him, as he still claims 
his residence in the county.
